AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, CREATING THE PALM 
BEACH COUNTY PEDDLERS AND ROADSIDE STAND ORDINANCE; 
PROVIDING FOR TITLE; PROVIDING FOR CERTAIN ACTS 
PROHIBITED WITHOUT PERMIT; PROVIDING FOR 
REQUIREMENTS FOR PERMITS; PROVIDING FOR REVOCATION 
OF PERMITS; PROVIDING FOR VIOLATION OF ORDINANCE; 
PROVIDING FOR APPEAL; AND PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 

PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE; PROVIDING FOR 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE, PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF 
ORDINANCE 78-21. 

WHEREAS, Section 3 of Ordinance No. 78-21 directs that 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
establish a facility on any right-of-way of any public road, 
recreational area, drainage district rights-of-way of any 
roadside park or flood control district rights-of way or 
county-owned land within the unincorporated areas of Palm Beach 
County, for the purpose of peddling or offering for sale goods, 
wares, and merchandise, and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that it is in the best interest of the Citizens of 
Palm Beach County to allow the sale of fresh agricultural 
products and to allow the sale of prepared foods from mobile 
vendors under specified conditions within the public road 
right-of-ways of Palm Beach County, and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACfi COUNTY, FLORIDA, that; 

SECTION 1 - REPEAL OF ORDINANCE IN CONFLICT : 

Ordinance No. 78-21, the Palm Beach County Roadside 
Stand Ordinance, is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2 - TITLE : 

This ordinance may be cited as the "Roadside Stand 
Ordinance." 

SECTION 3 ~ CERTAIN ACTS PROHIBITED WITHOUT PERMITS : 

Except when permitted by Section 4 of this ordinance, it 
is unlawful to make any commercial use of the rights-of-way of 
any county-maintained road, including any appendages thereto. 

Such prohibited uses include, but are not limited to, the sale or 
display for sale of any merchandise, the servicing or repairing 
of any vehicle except the rendering of emergency service, the 
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storage of vehicles being serviced or repaired on abutting 
property or elsewhere, the solicitation for the sale of goods, 
property, or services, or charitable purposes, or the display of 
advertising of any sort; except as hereinafter provided. 

SECTION 4 - REQUIREMENTS FOR PERMITS : 

The sale of agricultural products from stands and the 
sale of prepared food from mobile vendors, may be allowed on the 
rights-of-way mentioned in Section 3, provided that the seller 
first obtains a permit from the Engineering Department, which 
permit shall be issued only if the applicant shall have: 

(A) Applied for the permit on a form provided by the 
Engineering Department. 

(B) Signed a copy of the permit rules listed in Section 
5 of this ordinance stating that the applicant understands the 
rules and agrees to abide by them. 

(C) Posted a $1000 bond with the Engineering Department 
as security for any costs which might be incurred by the County 
caused by the applicant's non-compliance with this ordinance or 
resulting damage to road pavement or road right of way. 

(D) Provided the County Engineer's Office with the name 
and address of the upland property owner and any adjacent 
property owner within 100 feet of the proposed roadside stand 
location if said upland or adjacent property is improved. The 
Engineer's office will then send a certified letter, return 
receipt requested to these property owners on behalf of the 
permit applicant, advising them that they have fifteen days in 
which to object to the proposed permit. If the permit applicant 
otherwise qualifies, the permit will automatically be issued 
after the passage of fifteen days if no objections are received. 

(E) Provide a location sketch showing the width of 
pavement, width of right of way and location of the stand in 
relation thereto. 

(F) Submitted to the Engineering Department liability 
insurance in the amount of $200,000, with Palm Beach County named 
as a co-insured. 

(G) Submitted a $100 permit application fee at the time 
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of filing the request for a permit. 

(H) Submitted a list of the goods or items intended to 

be sold. 

(I) Supplied their federal income tax number. 

SECTION 5 - CRITERIA FOR PERMIT ISSUANCE 

No permits shall be issued by the Engineering 
Department unless the following standards have been met or 
exceeded: 

(A) The proposed location of the stand shall be no 
closer than 75' from any intersection of two right of ways. 

(B) No more than two (2) roadside stands herein 
permitted shall be located at the same permitted location, and no 
roadside stand location shall be located within 500' from another 
permitted roadside stand location. 

(C) The Engineering Department must find that adequate 
site distance exists to assure safe operation of the roadside 
stand with respect to the normal movement of traffic. 

(D) The Engineering Department shall consider traffic 
volumes during both peak and non-peak hours when considering 
permit requests. The Engineering Department may deny an 
application or restrict the operating hours of Roadside Vendors 
when deemed appropriate based upon traffic volumes and accident 
history. 

(E) No roadside stand shall be located on pedestrian 
or bicycle paths, nor operated in such a fashion as to block 
access to or damage them. 

(F) No roadside stand shall be permitted within 500 
feet of an established, competing business operating in properly 
zoned areas. 

SECTION 6 - CONDITIONS OF PERMITS : 

All permits granted by the Engineering Department shall: 

(A) Designate the location at which the seller may 
operate, which location must be acceptable to the Engineering 
Department. 

(B) List any special conditions necessary to assist in 
protecting the public from undue risk or harm. 
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(C) Obligate the permittee to keep the area free from 
garbage and litter and comply with all health laws which may be 
applicable. 

(D) Authorize hours of operation between 6:00 A.M. to 
one-half hour before sunset only, except as may be further 
restricted by the Palm Beach County Engineering Department. 

(E) Require that at the close of business for the day, 

all equipment used in the operation be removed from the road 

right-of-way for the night and not be replaced until the next 
authorized time of operation. 

(F) No free standing signs, flags, or banners shall be 
permitted within the road right of way. 

(G) No stand permitted herein shall exceed 300 square 
feet and shall maintain mobility. 

(H) All roadside vendors will be required to maintain a 

"minimum safe distance" of 15 feet between the edge of pavement 

and their vending stands or vehicles. 

(I) All roadside vendors shall prominently display a 
colored, weatherproof vendor's license plate issued by the County 
Engineer. 

(J) Vendors shall maintain the integrity of the 
pavement edge and stabilization of road shoulder in accordance 
with accepted Engineering standards. 

SECTION 7 - REVOCATION OF PERMITS : 

All permits granted by the Engineering Department shall 
be valid for not longer than one year. Such permit may be 
revoked at any time before one year by sending a certified letter 
to the applicant stating the permit termination and the reason 
for the termination. A renewal fee of one hundred dollars ($100) 
shall be submitted with a renewal application, to be prepared by 
the Engineering Department. Documentation indicating continued 
compliance with subsections (B) through (I) under Section 4 shall 
be submitted with such renewal request. Permits may be 
terminated if the permitted operation becomes a threat to the 
public health, safety and welfare; if the applicant otherwise 
violates this ordinance; or if the adjacent property owners on the 
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same side of the road right of way within 100 feet of the 
permitted stand object. 

SECTION 8 - APPEAL ; 

An appeal may be filed concerning any permit revocation 
or denial, within 7 days after the receipt of the denial or 
revocation. The applicant shall deliver to the Engineering 
Department a written request to appeal. The Engineering 
Department shall thereupon forward this request to the Board of 
County Commissioners to be placed on the agenda at the next 
regularly scheduled County Commission meeting. 

SECTION 9 - VIOLATION OF ORDINANCE : 

Violation of this ordinance shall be a misdemeanor of 
the second degree punishable according to Florida Statutes. 

SECTION 10 - REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT : 

All local laws and Ordinances applying to Palm Beach 
County in conflict with any provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 11 - SEVERABILITY : 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase or 
word of this Ordinance is for any reason held or declared to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holdings shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 12 - INCLUSION IN CODE ; 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made 
a part of the Code of laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such and the word "Ordinance" may be 
changed to "Section", "Article" or other appropriate word. 

SECTION 13 - EFFECTIVE DATE : 

The provision of this ordinance shall become effective 
upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Department of State, State 
of Florida.
